There was a long article in the 
Evening Standard, in connection with 
which a writ bad been issued by Mr.

This report was never 
contradicted because, as an intimate 
friend of Lady Markham remarked, 
there was nothing to deny. 

“The engagement was never official- 
ly snnoanced and Lady Markham was 
abroad when the report was first cir- 
culated and was unaware of the future 
plan for her, while Mr. Davies, who 
ought to have known, refused ei her 
to.configm or deny, the report.” 
Counsel eaid bis client had brought 
these proceedings to vindicate his 


honour entirely, and not for the} 


purpose of obtaining damages. 

Mr. James Conway Daviea, the 
plaintiff; gave evidence bearing ont 
Mr. Hogg’s opening statement and 
said that bis father'snd grandfather 
were Proprietors of the South Wales 
Press.

Thete may be nswspapermen who do 
writs in @ mantier to invite such a 
exert. There ate, wo know, news- 
papermen who never, except under 
severe preesare, admit mistakes. They 
vegatd that as a case of “ eating their 
own ‘words ”, and ths disinclination 
to an opinion, even -after re 


prefer. to express it differently, we att- 
mit it, By thot we mean that we arc 
anxious to correct ourselves when need 
arises, and sea no shame in admitting 
that we have been misled, or that 
facts have come to our notica.of. which 
we may have been ignorant. We do 
not worship that “ consistency ” which 
contista of clinging tocrror after the 
error bas been recognized. Nor do 
we pretend to immunity from error, 
for that would indeed ba “' pontifical.” 
The utmost we claim is that we are 
human, sharing the frailties of 
humanity, but possessing (we hops) at 
least the average intelligence. -Com- 
parisons have encouraged this hope. 

Our readers would testify, we be- 
lieve, that if ever there was a news- 
paper which could not honestly be 
accused of “pontificating,” that paper 
must be the China Mai, If we have 
said once; we have said it mauy times, 
that a newspaper utterance should 
not be taken any more seriously than 
the utterance of auy average man at 
8 street corner or in aclub.

VERDICT AND SENTENCE. 
tes 


The trial of A. M. Spenco and G. ¥. 
Chalmers. in connection with alleged 
bogus insurance company frauds was 
concluded at H. M. Supreme Court, 

“Shanghai, on August 25, before bis 
Honour Judge Grain anda jury. The 
«geotsod gave evideace in the w.tness 
box, Chalmers going into the history 
in some detail, ond both dened being 
directly concerned in the insurance 
business, ond said they had tio reason 
to believe the two companice were 
other than genuine. His Lordebip 
concluded his summing up on the 
atroke of five and the jury r tired. 
They returned in 10 midutes with a 
verdict of guilty against both accused. 

Chalmera was then charged that on 
April 15, 1919, he was convicted on 
two charges of esfafa (embezalement) 
by the. Court of First [netance in 
Manila, and sertenced to eerve 18 
months’ imprisonment and pay an 
indemnity of Pesos 65,000. 

Ile pleaded guilty. 

His Lordship, alter commenting 
upon the acrious character of the 
offence and saying that he regarded 
Chalmers as the leading mind in the 
conspiracy, sentenced Chalmers to 18 
months’ imprisonment, and Spence to 
12 montha’ with hard labour. 

THE HANKOW AGENCY. 
- Damiano de la Vega. a Spaniard, of 
Tiontsin Road, Hankow, who 
described himself as 9 stenographer, 
identified Chalmera as being a gentle- 
_man whom he met at Hankow. He 
met him in June lust, at a Chinese 
dinner, and later at the Haukow 
Hotel. Witnees me him by appoint- 
ment, Ue did not disvuss business 
with Chalmere. Wallace mado the 
appointment, aod it was be who 
offered witness the agencies of the (wo 
insurance companivs. He osked fora 
deposit of Tla, 1,000 and after two 
daya’ consideration witness agreed, 
firat consulting s man tamed Mack, 
Witness was told that the companies 
were genuine and that each had a 
capital of Tle. 1,000,000. Chalmers 
was present throughout the interview, 
but Wallace did the taking. Tbe 
two of them called at witneva’s house 
on July 4, and an agrcement was 
‘drawn up and signed by 
witnesa and two relatives and 
by Wallace and Chalmers. 
Wallace said the agreement hod 
been typed out by Chalmers. On July 
5, Wallace ond Chalinere called again 
by appointment. sad witness handed 
over $1,430 receiving a roreipt sign- 
ed by Wallace. Wallace told witness 
that he was in charge of the insurance 
- business and Chalmers sai! he was in 
charge of the import aud ‘export de- 
partment of the Celestial Trading Co. 
Insurance ‘policies, stationery and 
stamps were given to wilnees but he 
did no business because no power of 
= attorney was givee to him. He wostold 
__it' would’bo scnt to him froma Shang- 
bai. Te agreement stipulated that 
thi’ firm sbould: pay office rent, but

Det.-Sgt. Douglas was tho last 
witnesa for the progecution. He gave 


{evidence of arrest. The warrant for 


Chalmers waa executed on July 14 at 
8 Kiangso Road, at the offices of the 
Yorkshire Trading Cv. He said: 
«Alter Spence was arreeted yesterday 
Lexpected this.” . The office of the 
Yorkehite Trading Co., was next to 
that of the: Celestial Mercantile Co. 
The same evening, Chalmers wrote 
out and signed a statement. 


EVIDENCE DY CHALMERS, 

The case for the Crown having been 
concluded, Mr. Prieatwood at ouce 
put Chalmera into the witness box. 
Accused stated that he was employed 
by Bowe from November, 1921, until 
February 1922, in the business of 
Frank R. Bowe & Co., Inc. 

Was it a substantial company j— 
It was in good credit at the A-is 
Bank, and bad very good import and 
export agencies; alyo the azency of 
the Colonial Marine Underwriters, 
Montreal. He expected to gat the 
agencies for several other companies. 
Bowe’s company went into liquida- 
tion early in. February, and shortly 
afterwarda witnesa had o turn in hos 
pital. Bowe visited him there on 
several occasion and, on witness 
leaving the hospital, invited him to 
share his room at Fredetick’s Hotel. 
Witness did so remaining until Bowe 
moved to No. 1 Peitaibo Lane, in 
March. 

It was generally understood that 
witness would open o new com- 
pany for ‘Bowe, and do insur 
‘ance buginess, and witness arrang: 
ed to open an office at 8 Kiang: 
se Road. There were convereations 
about insurance and they were joined 
in by Chase, who was supposed do the 
insurance buviness. Advertisements 
for a compradore were placed in the 
Chinese newspapers by Bowe aud 
were paid for by him. Bowe also 
made up the replies which were sup- 
posed to be signed by Chase, .who was 
going to bo the inaurance o cnt. 
Chase already had ao life insurance 
agency, and this was included in 
Bowe's advertisement. Chase was 
supposed to interview applicants for 
the post of insurance compradora, but 
when he did not. turn up at Peitaiho 
Lane, witnera was there. Chass and 
Bowe were unable ‘to agree on the 
money question and Chasa dropped 
out of the busincrs, after having gone 
eo far as to get offices in the N.K.K, 
building. Witness first heard the 
names of the two companies from 
Bowe. : 

WELIEF IN COMPANIES. 

Mr, Pricstwood--What did you un- 
derstand exactly about them ? 

Witoese—I underatood they were 
genuine compauies; otherwise J 
would not have hod. auything to do 
with them. :

Wallace’s letter to the compradore 
asking for a further Tls, 1.000 was in 
the nature of an ultimatum, cither to 
pay upor get out. If he would not 
pay, Wallace was going to put in his 
own compradore, Witness did rot 
type the letter. It was done on 
Wallace’s machine. 

Why did you ‘mark the letter 
“approved? I thought it best to 
give thy compradore ,a chance of 
retaining his position, as I had been 
more or less respcnsible. for getting 
him there. . 

NO PART IN INSURANCE WORK. 

Did you take any part in the vork 
of tho insurance companies? None 
at all, 

Were you consulted atout riska, 
policies, or anything atall? Nothing 
at all, It was no good consulting me 
about riska, 1 knew nothing about 
them, : 

Did you sign any policies ?—None 
at all. 

Wallace showed witness the letter 
from the American Consulate, and 


witnees told him the best thing he 7 


could do would be to go and see the 
Consul-General straight away. 

With regar.l to the outport journeys, 
witness said he went to Hangchow bc- 
cause the trip was made on a Sunday, 
and be spent the day on the lake. 
He did not goto Ningpo. He went to 
Naukiug bacause ths occasion wos o 
Chinese festival. Ho also went to 
Hankow, with the intention of looking 
up import aud export busiuess. Wal- 
lace did the insurance work and ap. 
proached de Vega about taking up the 
agency, witness havi.g nothing to do 
with the negotiations. He did tell de 
Vega that offices had been opened in 
Shanghai. He did type out the aprec- 
ment because it bad to be signed at 
roon aud Wallace's clerk had not 
turned up.
